axle  and  engage  the  hubs  of  ihe  wheels.  The  clutch  section  and  the  axle 
are  one  solid  forgtng  o(  nickel  chrome  steel.  This  clutch  section— a  flange 
53<t  inches  in  diameter,  has  teeth  in  its  periphery  (B)  (circumference) 
which  engage  corresponding  notches  in  the  hub  flanges  (C)  and  (D). 

Notice  that  the  brake-drum  and  hub-casting  are  in  one 
piece  (D)  on  which  the  ball  races  are  anchored,  taking  all  strain  off  the 
wheel  bolts.  Note,  also,  that  the  broke-drums  are  directly  over  the 
inside  ball  races,  so  that  in  braking  tbere  is  no  torsion  as  there  is  when  tbe 
brake-drum  is  inside  the  ball  races.
